In all elections hereafter held in this 
State on any subject which may by law 
be submitted to a vote of the people, 
and for all or any State, district, coun- 
ty or municipal officers, district school 
trustees and other common school dis- 
trict elections, the voting shall be by 
secret official ballots. It shall be the 
duty of the County Clerk to prepare 
thes ballots, which shall conform to the 
model described in artiole 3, section 15. 

He shall cause to be printed thereon 
the names of the candidates nominated 
by the convention or primary elections 
of the various ixditical parties, and also 
those who may l.o |ietitioued for as pro- 
vided in article 3, sections I and ». 

In pre|»irina the ballots the County 
Clerk shall cause such candidates' 
tinted under some suit 
able device or title, and arrange the 
names composing the various tickets in 
parallel columns, in such order as the 
Secretary of State may direct, prefer- 
ences being giveu to the ticket casting 
the highest vote at the preceding elec- 
tion. The device of each party shall be 
enclosed in a square of not less than 
ons inch on each aide, and ahull be 
placed at the head of the list of caudi 
I dates of the party. Immediately uu- 
I der it shall be be placed the name and 
title of the party ticket; and immediate- 
ly under the name or title, the list of 
candidates of the isirty, the name of 
each candidate, having immediately on 
its right a small square large enough to 



cross-mark in the large square at the 
top of the ballot containing the device 
or emblem under which the names of 
all candidates of the said party are 
printed, and the vote so markprt shall 
be counted for all the candidates under 
that title. Exoept that when so mark- 
ed the voter may make cross-mark after 
the name of one or more candidates of 
any other parties, and this vote shall be 
counted for the candidate so marked,
